RIVERHEAD, L. IL, Sept. 29.—The 


death of one man and the serious in- 
jury of another, caused by the upset, 


ting of a 60-horsepower machine going 
at the rate of 6 miles an hour today, 
marred the Long’ Island automobile der- 
by run over a stretch of 22 miles of 
open roadway in Suffolk County. 

The car to come to grief was the Ap- 
person, driven by Herbert Lyttle, with 
whom was his mechanician, James 
Bates. The car swerved sharply in turn- 
ing two miles west of Mattituck and 
crashed into @ telegraph pole, hurling 
both men out. 

Bates was picked up unconscious and 
died an hour later without having re- 
gained consciousness. ‘ 

Lyttie, who is a veteran of several 
Vanderbilt cup races and a driver of in- 
ternational reputation, also was.removod 
to‘a farmhouse in an unconscious con- 
dition, but an examination revealed that 
though he had suffered internal inju- 
ries, his recovery is probable.

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The torpedo boai flotilla that will be 
a part of President Taft's naval escort 


cown the Mississippi River and that

Lration. next. week arrived in St. Louis 
unexpectelly Weducsday and anchorea 
‘n the Mississippi Piver midstream op- 
posite the siaacigns Boat Club at 1:10 
p. m. 

The flotilla consists of the torpedo 
bo&t destroyer McDonough, the flagship 
and the torpedo boats Wilkes, Thorn- 
ton and Dingey, The Centennial Com- 
mittee had planned to give the boats a 
reception, but they arrived three days 
ahead of time. The boats were ex- 
pected Saturday. 

The McDonough its one of the largest 
torpedo boat destroyers in the United 
States Navy. It has a displacement of 
400 tons and is 240 feet and 7 inches long. 
Its engines have 8400 horsepower and it 


carries two 18-inch. Whitehead torpedo’ 


tubes and four smaller guns. 

The McDonough is in command of 
Lieut. Willis G Mitchell. The Wilkes 
is commanded by Ensign George C. Pe- 
gram, the Thornton by Lieut. Charles 
A. Blakely and the Dingey by En- 
sign Warren C Nixon. 

The draft of each of the four boats 
is six to seven feet and their speed 
abilities about 31 miles an hour. The 
torpedo boats are smaller than the Mc- 
Donough and not so heavily armed. The 


Car boats compose the second division 


of the Atlantic torpedo fleet. 

-There are 10’officers with the boats, 
eight officers of the line, a surgeon 
and a paymaster. The crew of each 
boat numbers about fifty or sixty men. 

The officers will attend the Velled 
Prophet ball in uniform and will be giv- 
en positions of honor at all the Centen- 
nial affairs during their stay im the city. 
They will appear here in blue and white 
uniforms. 

Will Entertain Crevs. 

Arrang®oments have been made also for 
the entertainment cf the crews of the 
boats. 

The boats: Will femain opposite the 
ae 4 Boat Club until they are 
cleaned and burnished. They will then 
drop to the foot of Market street, where 
they will. be accessible to the public. 
Flectric light wires will be carried 
aboard them from the levee so that 
while the machinery is idle the boats 
may be brilliantly tluminated. 

They will also have telephone connec- 
tions with the local systems. 

The boats will take part in the river 
‘pageant Tuesday, and will give exhibi- 
tions of their speed and of rapid fire 
guns in action. 

The boats:are long and siender in 


Tehape. They are about 12 feet above 


the water line at the prow, and four to 
six feet at the stern They have four 
funnels each, arranged in groups of two. 
The funnels are painted green.

Curtiss then brought it to the earth 
and, although he landed on a log that 
lay in his path, the machine alighted 
safely. 

Satisfied with the result of his early 
morning trial, Mr. Curtiss, with the 
aid of his assistant, guided the ma- 
chine under its own motive power back 
to tue sned in which it was housed. 

“First blood,’’ said Mr. Curtiss as one 
of those who. witnesses the flight 
grasped his hand. “She runs well,’’ ne 
added, “but it requires a longer start 
on the ground than I usually have to 
make. It rides smoothly and I am well 
satisfied with it.” i 

As a result of his test Mr. Curtiss 
may replace his propeller with another 
that he has built at his Hammondsport 
factory. Before leaving his shed to get 
hig breakfast he gave orders to his 
mechanician te tighten up several nuts 
and te attend to the details. 

Previous to making the flight Mr. Cur- 
tiss examined the entire extent of the 
Governor’s Island aerodrome and found 
few places where the sand was solid 
enough to afford a good starting point. 

“We are just going to try out the 
motor,” the aeroplanist remarked to one 
of the army officers by way of explana- 
tion, in order that his test would not be 
mistaken for a failure to rise from 
the earth.

Peary refused to take on board the 
Reosevelt at Etah. 

Whitney's comment on the message 
was that Peary was in error. He said 
he informed Peary fully what the ar- 
ticles were, although kept by his pledge 
to Cook from stating that they were 
the instruments which had been at the 
pole. 

Captain Helped Bury Goods. 
Capt. Bartlett of the Roosevelt also 
knew, Whitney said, what the instru- 
ments were, as he helped Whitney bury 
them at Etah after Peary had refused 
to transport them. 

Whitney said he and the captain of 
the Jeanie debated at length the ques- 
yn of going back to Etah for Coék’'s 
things. The captain wanted him to go 
back, but he was in this predicament: 
He had promised his chief Eskimo a 
Ninchester rifle, which was to have 
been brought up by the Jeanie, but for 
some reason or other the weapon was 
not on board, and before Whitney left

Didn’t Know of Records, 


Whitney, in describing the articles 
Cook left with him, said there were 
three cases, one containing a sextant, 
another an artificial horizon, and the 
third an instrument which Whitney said 
he could not recall.

Cook left no 
written records with Whitney that 
Whitney was aware of.

ICE COATS FACES ALL DAY, 
FURS GIVE WARMTH AT NIGHT 


Chapter eight of “The Conquest of the 
Fole,” Dr. Cook’s narrative, published 
Wednesday in newspapers throughout 
the world, describes in detail the is- 
comforts and cemforts ef travel in the 
coldest region on earth. 

The discomforts were the utmost 
‘which it is possible for extreme cold to 
cause to the human body, short of a 
fatal effect. : 

' Every bit of moisture exhaled by Dr. 
Cook and his twe Eskimo companions, 
he relates, condensed and froze to their 
hair and the furs enveloping them. To 
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each of the trio the other two presented 
@ srotesque sight, but mirth was checked 
'n each by the feeling of sympathy, and 
by, the masks of ice, extending over 
their very faces, which made even, 
laughter painful, 

Over the forehead was a crescent as 
of hoarfrost, and beneath the chin was 
an icy semicircle. The nostrils were ice- 
coated, and every projecting hair had 
its own tenuous icicle, extending like the 
strands of a cobweb to some other hair 
ci to the foxtails surrounding the face, 

The comforts of the march came at 
night, or rather a: the end of the al- 
lotted day’s march, in the warm shelter 
of the sleeping bag. This bag, lined 
with eiderdown and impervieus to mois- 
ture, had to be entered by degréts. ~ 

There was not room in the tiny snow 
Igloo for all to undress at once, so they 
proceeded to retire in turn. First, 
aveund the blue-flame lamp, the ice was 
thawed from the exposed portions of the 
face. Then, after a drink of “ice wa- 
ter,” boots and fur pants were removed, 
and with the lower part of the body in 
the bag, the face was kept warm by 
testing the teeth ov & blick-like cube of 
pemmican (pounded dried beef cemented 
with tallow and sprinkled with raisins). 

The final act of disrobing was the re- 
moval of the fur coat. The drinking of 
hot tea helped nerve the men for this 
ordeal, and the last shiver was felt as 
the shirt, with its ring of ice around the 
waist, came off after the coat. In the 
lag, Dr. Cook testifies, there was a 
‘pleasing sense with the touch of one’s 
cwn warm skin.” 

Chapter eight carries the Cook expedi- 
tion to Marcl: 27, % days before reaching 
the pole. The observation of March 26 
showed the party to be in latitude 84.34, 
or some 380 miles from the pole.

Wealthy’ Young Woman Declares She Has 
More Right to Fortune-Teller Than His Wife; 
Will Spend Fortune to Keep Him With Her.

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—The announce- 
ment of a suit against Miss Antoinette 
Elizabeth Gazzam, a wealthy young 
woman, for $154,000 damages for the al- 
‘eged alienation of the affections of a 
fortune teller, as told yesterday im a 
dispatch to the Post-Dispatch, reveals 
a most remarkable story, full of tragedy, 
pathos, romance and intrigue. 

Since her mother’s death two years 
ago Miss Gazzam has been sole mis- 
tress of a marble palace on Storm King 
Mountain, back of Cornwall-on-the- 
Hudson, and of a fortune of at least 
$2,000,000. She has seldom appeared in 
society, but is well known to thousands 
of people as the chief financial support- 
er of an anti-vivisectionist society which 
for several years has sought to have 
the Legislature amend the laws regu- 
lating experiments on animals. Miss 
Gazzam has contributed thousands of 
dollars to the cause and has given her 
moral support in a pamphlet which had 
a large circulation last winter. 

One of the remarkable features of the 
case is that Miss Gazzam’s mother also 
was sued for the alienation of the af- 
fections of a cousin, and after a sensa- 
tional trial in Rennsylvania was com- 
pelled to pay $25,000 damages. 

Two Suiis Are Brought. 
The alienation suit, which is brought 


by Mrs, Marshall Clark of Chicago, fol-

The most uncompromising critic of William J. 
Bryan must credit him with good work in call- 
ing to account the Democratic senators who vio- 
lated the Democratic platform to support privi- 
lege, in order to obtain tariff favors for their 
states, or to stand in with the Republican ma- 
chine in Congress.

floors in a single district. To prevent the en- 
trance of nats, wire screens must be placed at 
all openings on or near the ground level, espe- 
cially in stables. Walls of sheds and stables must 
be concreted for two and one-half feet above the 
ground. The stable has been found to be the 
best refuge for rats, and San Francisco has prac- 
tically made all the stables there rat proof. All 
frame structures not. protected by concrete 
should be raised on posts 18 inches from the 
ground, thus making the rats’ haunts accessible 
to dogs and cats. All bakeries, and places where 
artificial heat is maintained through the winter, 
should be inspected for rat holes, and means 
taken to make them rat-proof. Finally, the sew- 
ers should be put in thorough order and _ so 
screened that rats can neither enter nor emerge. 
Nothing less than such a wholesale cleaning 
up and reconstruction is of any avail. It has 
been found that the pests increase more rapidly 
than they can be destroyed by poison and trap- 
ping. ?
